The new tax rate, as announced by Principal Assessor Anthony 
Kreminski, on Monday, will be $50.25, up over $8 from the 1970 
rate of $42.00. The rate was approved by State Department 
of Corporations and Taxation on Monday. 

While there was an increase of $56,130.84 in receipts by the 
town, by the Cherry Sheet, there was a three times as large 
increase in moneys to be paid out, i.e. charges, and MBTA 


expenses. 


Wilmington receives $1,471,632.94 from the Commonwealth 
etc. this year, an increase over last year's $1,415,502.06. 

The Cherry Sheet charges this year are $402,888.44, an in- 
crease of $104,695.60 over last year’s $298,192.84. 

MBTA expenses are up too. This year the MBTA charge 


against Wilmington will be $146,846.73.

The log book of the Wilmington Police Department has 
@ new entry this summer, - complaints about Mini Bikes 
- those small motorcycles that seem to be everywhere. 
Parents, it. seems, do not realize that their youngsters 
are breaking the law, every day, with those bikes. 

Mini Bikes cannot be registered to travel on highways, 
but they can be registered to cross highways, in the 
same way that snowmobiles may be registered, and to 
cross only at designated places, just like snowmobiles. 

Mini Bikes as they are being operated in most cases 
are Unregistered and Uninsured. That fact, if sonny 
gets into trouble, can mean a $100 fine in court. 

Mini Bikes may not be operated on highways of public 
streets. They may not be operated on private streets 
or ways without the permission of the owners. 

‘And - Mini Bikes in parking lots - privately or pub- 
licly owned, are operating in violation of the law. Any 
violation in a parking lot is the same as one on the high-

The Ford-Blanchard House, 


in North Wilmington, 


later the 


home of Caleb Harriman, and still later of John Brooks, was built by Cad- 
. wallader Ford in 1720. 


Cadwallader Ford came from 
Londonderry, and arrived in the 
New World about 1710, after a 
life of incredible hardship, ac- 
cording to the Rev. Mr. Noyes, of 
the Congregational Chureh who 
spoke of him in an address made 
in 1880. 

In 1716 Ford engaged in a law- 
suit in Middlesex Court with “E, 
Stone Heirs”. over the ownership 
of land in the Land of Nod. and he 
won He became the possessor of 
300 acres of land. land that is now 
North of Salem Street. and it was 
here that he built his home. The 
home dates from 1720. and on the 


front lawn until a few years ago (jy, 


was one of the elm trees that 
marked the southern boundary of 
he Land of Nod. 

Cadwallader Ford and Daniel 
Eames. another earlier settler. 
engaged in speculation in script 
paid by the Colony of Massachu- 
setts Bay to the soldiers who had 
served in Queen Anne's War, and 
when the script was redeemed in 
land became the owners of large 
tracts of land in Maine. This 
land they sold. at a profit. There 
is a letter in the Archives of the 
State House which describes them 
as a““Royal Pair of Rascals 
Ford's son. Cadwallader Ford. 

was the commander of the 


Company of Minute Men which 
marched on April 19, 1776 and 
fought the British at Merriam’s 
Corner, in Concord 

Subsequently the farmhouse and 
land became the Blanchard House, 
when Ford girls married sons of 
Colonel Blanchard, and in the 1 
ter part of the nineteenth century 
it was known as the Widow Blan- 
chard House. A pine tree, near 
the railroad crossing on Salem 
Street, was known as the Widow 
Blanchard Pine, and marked the 
southwestern corner of the Land 
of Nod. 

Caleb Harriman purchased the 
house about 1905. and hired the
